In talking with many Fayette County 
people, including several farmers, since 
the veto of the “omnibus” farm bill bv 
President Eisenhower, there seems to be 
quite a difference of opinion as to what 
the political effect will be. 
One thing stands out clearly however in 
the opinion of about nine out of ten who 
comment upon this action and that is that 
it definitely settles any question about. Ei­ 
senhower’s courage in fellowing his con­ 
victions rather than attempting to play 
politics as the authors of the bill appeared 
to be doing in this election year. 
President Eisenhower followed a diffi­ 
cult course at a critical time with an im­ 
portant presidential election not m a n y 
months away but he appeared to be act­ 
ing upon the celebrated Henry Clav the­ 
ory that “he would rather be right than 
be president” . The chances are. however, 
that he can be both right and continue to 
be president. That Congress has now up­ 
held the veto probably is the best thing 
for the country. 
The president was subjected to unt o I d 
pressure from election - minded advisors 
but he “stuck to his guns” in his expres­ 
sed feeling that the bill was “bad both for 
the farmers and country” . 
To most people who express their hon­ 
est judgment the bill was a hopeless mess 
of demagoguery, designed by a Demo­ 
cratic majority as a vote-getter for con­ 
gressmen who supported it in their hope 
for finding an issue to be used in the elec­ 
tion against President Eisenhower. 
To those who sincerely desired s o m e 
type of aid for the farmers, yet wanted 
to be honest about the legislation, the bill 
was a misfit with elements of economic 
anarchy and preferential treatment for 
certain types of agriculture. It was far 


from being an honestly constructive piece 
of legislation. 
Many of the best thinkers among legis­ 
lators and members of the farm industry 
frankly state that they know the problem 
of farm surpluses can never be solved In 
persisting in surplus building policies 
such as the rigid 90 percent of parity pay­ 
ments advocated by Democrats ( a n d 
some Republicans) as well for crudely 
selfish rather than economically s o u ii d 
effects. 
President Eisenhower has now vindicat­ 
ed the staunch, lonely stand of Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra Benson. He asserts 
in his veto message that the much-bruit­ 
ed farm problem is a problem of “ price- 
depressing surpluses,” which high parity 
payments turn into a vicious circle by 
stimulating ever more surpluses. 
“ Excess stocks of certain farm com­ 
modities,” he states, “have mounted to 
market-destroying, price - depressing size 
as a result of wartime price incentives 
too long continued. Any forward - looking 
, . . program to meet the needs of farm 
people must remove the burden of these 
accumulations. They are depressing net 
farm income by many hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars a year”i-a s well as cost­ 
ing the American public 
(Eisenhower 
might have added) billions of dollars a 
year in excessive government payments 
and artificially high prices on agricultural 
products. 
The fact that the wretched farm bill was 
motivated by election year considerations 
in no wise mitigates its wretchedness. The 
presidency, under exactly the same polit­ 
ical pressures as the Congress, managed 
to resist those pressures, whereas the 
Congress caved in at every critical point.

sleep. 
No wonder such a fellow com­ 
plains, "I always feel half-tired.’* 
He is half-tired, littrally. His 
bad TV posture has gotten his 
body out of physical synchroni­ 
zation. 
The way for him to get back 
into condition is to vary his pos­ 
ture with each program. Then, 
after a long evening of studying 
the television screen, all parts of 
his body will be equally exercis­ 
ed and ready for bed. 
Since individuals vary each 
person should work out a series 
of postures that seem best suit­ 
ed to his own needs. But here 
are a few suggestions: 
TV baseball games — Don't 
merely just stretch out with one 
leg thrown over the arm of your 
easy chair. Get mad. Hoot the 
umpire, just as you would if you 
were actually at the game. Don’t 
forget to stand up for that sev­ 
enth inning stretch. 
Political speeches — Lie full 
length on sofa with your head 
turned away from the TV set. 
Put fingers in both ears. Hold 
this position, eyes firmly closed, 
until speech is over. 
Wrestling matches — Lie on 
floor with elbows on a pillow. Go 
through the motions of the two 
wrestler.

a firm, jaw line. 
Commercials — Rise quickly, 
race to refrigerator, keeping 
head up, chin out.

Sit tensely on edge of straight- 
backed chair, toes clammily 
gripping inside of shoes. Try 
hard to make hair crawl on 
back of neck. 
Musical, plays—Hum the tunes 
yourself. Keep time to the music 
by tapping with feet and fingers. 
Soap operas — Go cuddle in 
wife’s lap with your arms held 
tightly around her neck. When 
she cries, you cry. Don’t wipe 
away her tears. Let her wipe 
away yours. 
"Rin-Tin-Ttn" and "Lassie"— 
Get down on hands and knees. 
When villain appears on screen, 
growl at him menacingly or 
crawl headfirst under sofa, de­ 
pending on your bravery 
Anyone who will try these dif­ 
ferent postures while enjoying 
TV may feel a bit of a fool at 
times. But who’s watching any­ 
way, except thz wife and kids, 
and who cares what they think? 
At the end of a week that 
"half tired feeling" will be all 
gone, and. you'll, feel as fit as a 
tiger, strong enough even may­ 
be to stay up and watch the late- 
late show.

Something new has come into 
the world. It reminds me of the 
Circassian slave markets where 
men bid for concubines and har­ 
lots after examining the chattel.. 
This new thing is a set of three 
figures which appears in news 
stories and which apparently are 
the physical measurements of 
women. 
I do not quite know how the 
reporters go about getting such 
measurements, as I have only 
been in this business 39 years 
•nd have never measured a worn 
mv Maybe they carry tapes with 
ibem and whenever they see a 
woman they fall upon her meas­ 
uring her various places for size. 
Or perhaps they interview her 
on the subject, asking politely, 
"Cap you tell me what your size 
is around the higs and including 
your thighs?” Or perhaps the 
modest female employs a press 
agent who has her measurements 
all neatly printed on a calling 
card. 
I am surprised that no one 
gives ankle-measurements; th e 
length of the legs; the over all 
weight anti similar data. Perhaps 
that will come some day when 
we reach the point when some 
body will set up a bargain coun 
ter for the purchase of women 
to do strip-teases or for some 
other occupation where measure 
ments are interesting. 
Believe me, 1 am not a prude. 
I have lived in parts of the world 
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where men and women wear as 
little clothes as possible because 
it is hot. I have seen millions of 
women suckle their babies at or­ 
gans of immense dimensions. 
There was something beautiful 
and natural about that. This new 
and current obsession with a 
girl’s measurements, put into a 
news story, seems to me to be 
vulgar, even degenerate and a 
mark of a decaying civilization. 
It is necessary to give s o m e 
thought to this because history is 
replete w’ith the story of nations 
that once were great and that col­ 
lapsed. because the morals of the 
race ceased, to control the lives 
of the people. No natjon has had 
a longer continuous existence as 
a state than China: yet the past 
century of China’s history has 
been a tale of degradation due to 
the degeneration of the people by 
opium, the heavy weight of plur­ 
al marriage and the corruption of 
officials which developed into a 
system of administration. China 
collapsed not in 1949 when Chiang 
Kai-Shek fled to Formosa but in 
the 1850’s and 1860 s, after th e 
ravages of the Taiping and other 
rebellions. A nation cannot stand 
firm when any considerable part 
of its population becomes degen­ 
erate. 
These measurement figures in 
news stories, excluding all con­ 
cepts of both modesty and pri­ 
vacy, must be taken as sympto­ 
matic of an era when the bars 
are let down. Sir Harold Nicolaoo 
has just published a book, "Good 
Behaviour,” which deals with the 
varieties of good manners in var 
iuus periods from ancient times 
to the present and no matter bow 
you look at it. manners are the 
expression of morals is action. 
When manners disappear, it must 
mean th»t morals have become 
so weakened that
